Dr. Von Braun talks 
of shuttle and things 


(Editor’s note: 
Dr. Wernher Von 
Braun was interviewed in Annapolis, 
Maryland 
recently 
by 
Southern 
California newsmen. The Record’s Dan 
Duffy was among them.) 
After 30 years as perhaps America’s 
single greatest rocketry genius, Dr. 
Wernher Von №aun, now 63, looks back 
on the small and giant steps of the U.S. 
space program he fathered as well as 
forward to the world he sees ahead. 
In the near future, the next step is the 
Space Shuttle. 
‘‘I think the great promise of the 
Space Shuttle is that it will make space 
flight more economical,” Von Braun 
opened with his faint but precise 
sounding accent. 
“You see, when you build rockets on 
the throw away principle where you 
drop your various stages in the ocean as 
you go along, this is about as cost 
effective as throwing your airliner away 
every time you take a ride.” 
“If you really want to make space 
accessible, the main thing is that you 
have to make it cheaper,” said the 
aerospace wizard. “The Space Shuttle in 
practical figures will reduce the cost of 
a pound of useful payload in orbit from 
$1,000 (with expendable rockets) to 
$160.” 
Von Braun said that another big 
advantage of the rocket-plane shuttle 
system, slated for Vandenberg launch 
early next decade, is that you won’t have 
to be an astronaut to ride in it. 
“Anybody who can ride in an airliner 
as a passenger can ride in the shuttle to 
orbit, 
whether 
that’s me or 
the 
President,” he compared. “1 think that 
from I960 on you will hear that more and 
more people are going up to orbit that 
had very little association with the 
space program before.” 
Would Braun himself like to make the 
trip? 
. “Oh, anytime,” he said, adding that 
he will be nearing 70 at that time and 
might not be allowed to go. 
The aerospace visionary said Uiat he 
became 
convinced that man could 
make it to the moon when a 14-year-old 
German school boy. &it, he admits, his 


Refugee flow growing 


at Camp Pendleton 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif. (UPI) - 
The “bona fide refugees” of the Vietnam 
war began pouring into California in 
large numbers today, with hourly plane 
arrivals bringing more than 3,000 a day 
and the flow steadily growing. 
Marines tired from five days of work 
and lack of sleep labored around the 
clock pitching large squad tents to house 
the thousands of refugees expected over 
the weekend. More than 1,000 tents had 
been pitched by this morning and 
bulldozers were called on to flatten the 
rolling, sandy hills of the nation’s 
largest Marine Corps base to make 
space for more. 
The Marine Corps said more than 3,000 
Vietnamese arrived Thursday, bringing 
the total number of evacuees to reach 
the United States this week to more than 
6.000, with another 3,000 in transit ató 
expected to reach here by early this 
afternoon. 
Military 
and 
State 
Department 
planners worked to cope with the flood of 
up to 60,000 refugees backed up across 
the Pacific. 
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ideas then of what types of technology 
the undertaking would require were 
vastly naive. Computers and inertial 
navigation weren’t even invented then, 
he said, though we couldn’t have made it 
30 years later without them. 
“1 must say, back in 1935 the mo(m 
was pretty far away,” Von Braun gazed 
backward. 
But by the time the former German V-

“I remember full well up to 1967 or so, 
most of us believed that the first Apollo 
that would have a chance of really 
landing on the moon would be Apollo 15 
or 16, rather than Apollo 11 — we 
thought there would be so many 
intermediate steps necessary,” he said. 
But the developments went more 
smoothly 
than 
any of 
them 
had 
dreamed. 
“That 
enabled 
us 
to 
fly 
Neil 
Armstrong and his friends to the moon 
on Apollo 11,” Von Braun recounted. 
“ And so we had quite a few more flights 
to go. By that time, of course, all the 
rest of the hardware was already 
bought. The next crews were trained.” 
It wouldn’t have saved very much 
money to call off the rest of the missions 
as anticlimaxes, he said. 
“So, 
the 
Science 
Academy was 
promptly called in and said ’All right,' 
now that we've made the one landing on 
the moon, what shall we do next?”’ the 
scientist quoted. The answer, he said, 
was a new program of alternate landing 
sites to allow more geological study and 
improvisations like the lunar buggie, 
which allowed astronauts to drive from 
their landing sites to lunar features up 
to 20 miles away. 
“When President Kennedy made that 
commitment back in 1%1 that we 
should land an American on the moon 
before the decade was out. he talked 
about ‘an American on the Moon,’ and 
not about a whole fleet of Apollo flights 
going there,” Von Braun expressed. 
“It may very well be,” he weighed, 
“that you look at Apollo scientifically 
strictly in terms of what we have 
learned about the moon, that you can 
ask the question. ‘Was it worth $20 
billion?’ On the other hand, when you 
ask yourself about the totality of 
technology that this program brought 
in. and science information, 1 think it 


Jobless rate up in April; 


highest rate in 34 years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The number 
of job holders increased in April for the 
first time since last October, but 
because more persons were looking for 
work the unemployment rate rose to a 
34-year high of 8.9 per cent, the Labor 
Department saki today. 
The April unemployment rate is the 
highest since 1941, the last year of the 
Great Depression before the United 
States was involved in World War II. 
The April rate was 0.2 per cent above 
the March level of 8.7 per cent. 
Unemployment has been above 8 per 
cent during all of 1975. 
Alan Greenspan, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, said the 
jobs statistics plus other economic 


indicators “suggests that the recession 
is coming to an end —and pretty much 
on the schedule which we suggested in 
the economic report. 
“The evidence is still tentative but it 
tends to support the view that the 
eoHiomy will stabilize to a very large 
degree during the second quarter of the 
year,” Greenspan testified to the Joint 
Economic Committee. 
The department’s Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said the number of persons 
employed in April rose by 237,(WO to 
84,086,000. But the number unemployed 
also rose 196,000, reaching 8,176,000. 
The jobless count has risen by 3.3 
million persons since August. 1974 when 


large increases in unemploymeni began, 
the iHireau said. 
The reason that unemployment went 
up along with employment was that 
430,000 persons entered the job force in 
April but little more than half were able 
to find work. 
“Increases 
in 
joblessness 
were 
concentrated 
in the construction, 
manufacturing, and transportation and 
public utility industries and among the 
blue collar occupational grouping,” 
according to the department. 
“Jobless rates of 19.3 per cent in 
construction and 
12.2 per cent in 
manufacturing were all-time recorded 
highs.” 
The department said the average work 


week in manufacturing had risen to 2d 
hours, the best in three months.

nongovernment and nonmanagement 
jobs rose slightly in April to $158 51, up 
36 cents from March.

Asked if Washington had an obligation to 
defend Thailand from external atUck, 
Schlesinger said, “1 think that there is 
an obligation of a moral nature under 
those circumstances.” 
“ M oral?’ 
C hartchai 
replied 
sarcastically. “The United SUtes does 
not have any morals at this point. They 
have already pulled out from Cambodia 
and South VieUam. so we are going to 
have to depend on ourselves. 
“We will carry on the withdrawal and 
they (the American troops) will all be 
totally gone within one year as sUted in 
our 
policy 
and 
approved 
by 
the 
Parliament,” Choonhavan said. “We 
insist on doing it.” 
Chartchai disclosed Thursday that a 
withdrawal will be announced next week 
of what he described as an “enormous” 
portion of the 300 American warplanes 
and 27,000 Gls still in ThaUand. 
Other Thai officials, however, have 
pointed out that the government’s 
withdrawal policy includes a qualifying 
sUtement that it will depend on the 
situation in the region.

Salary negotiations got under way last 
n i^ t between the school board and the 
Certificated Employe Council and the 
participants came away with slightly 
differing views of what happened.

Viet Cong demanding 
return of properties

North Vietnam and the Viet Cong 
demanded today in repeated broadcasts 
that South Vietnamese refugees return 
the “dozens of warships, cargo ships arxl 
cargo planes and jet fighters" and the 
"dozens of tons of gold and other 
property” taken to foreign countries. 
The demands threatened a crisis in 
already strained relations between the 
United 
States 
and 
Thailand. 
The 
Vietnamese flew 129 planes to Thailand 
and U.S. Defense Secretary James 
Schlesinger said they belong to the 
United States. Thailand said it would 
return 
them 
to 
the 
Viet 
Cong’s 
Provisional Revolutionary Government 
in Saigon. 
Normal communications with Saigon 
remained 
cut, 
but 
the 
French 
government 
said 
it 
has 
received 
reassuring reports from its Saigon 
Embassy that the situation is being 
normalized rapidly and that French and 
other foreign residents are in good 
health and well treated. 
The French Embassy reported that all 
the 10,000 French residents of Saigon 
were safe and sound and so were other 
foreigners, officials said 
A series of Communist statements and 
broadcasts reported these developments 
in Vietnam :

Of the two boilers, one 
controls the water temperature 
in the pool and the other 
controls air temperature The 
old pool heater was a home- 
type boiler, according to Perry, 
which broke down two or three 
times a year, with a resulting 
irregularity 
in

water 
temperature 
The air in the pool area is 
heated by water Hot water 
runs from the boiler through 
copper pipes built into the 
concrete floor around the pool, 
warming the floor and the 
lower air. 
Pipes extend up to two 
convectors built into the east 
wall of the pool building which 
warm air that is drawn into the 
building b>’ the fan on the west 
wall '^e convectors heat the 
u ^ r air in the pool area 
l^ g h they were not working 
prior to the pool’s closing, they 
have been repaired, said Perry. 
The old boiler, responsible 
for heating the water which 
runs through the copper pipes 
in the floor and the two 
convectors, could only keep the 
air temperature at 60 degrees 
With the 
new 
boiler, air 
temperature could be kept as 
high as 100 degrees, if desired, 
said Perry, but they will try to 
keep it balanced with the 
temperature 
of 
the 
pool—around 83 degrees. 
The old windows on the south 
wall of the pool building were 
of standard glass in wood 
frames, according to Perry, as 
are all other windows in Uie 
' building. The frames were 
eaten by termites and the glass 
was a hazard to swimmers if 
broken by falling objects, due 
to its slanted position. New 
windows along the south wall 
are of safety glass and the 
frames are aluminum. 
The remaining windows’» 
‘‘If they’re approved for the 
budget we'll do them next 
year,” said Rea 
Cold air was seeping into the 
pool 
area 
around 
two, 


over-head, aluminum doors in 
the 
south 
wall, 
continued 
Perry The doors have been 
taken out and replaced with 
concrete wall In addition, the 
room thermostat was located 
so that the sun would strike it 
and cause the boiler to shut 
down The thermostat has been 
moved further into the building 
where the sun can’t reach it 
AH floors and the pool bottom 
and sides have been etched out 
and cleaned with acid and 
repainted 
The floors were 
given a non-skid finish, not only 
from the acid but from a 
combination of paint mixed 
with crushed walnut shells 
Rea 
pointed 
out 
that 
emergency lights have been 
installed which will come on 
automatically in the event of a 
power 
failure 
and 
aid 
swimmers in getting out of the 
pool 
"As a rule we are closed 
down SIX to eight weeks a year

SACRAMENTO (UPI> - The 
historic tie-breaking vote on a 
bill to legalize private sexual 
acts between consenting adults 
ended a day of circus-like 
activity in the state Senate. 
The strangest thing was that 
it all could have been avoided 
had there not been so many 
votes against the measure 
"Where 
is the lieutenant 
governor?” asked Sen George 
Moscone, 
D-San 
Francisco, 
after the 20-20 vote astonished 
opponents. It began six hours of 
vigil with senators confined to 
their chambers. 
Senate 
Republican 
leader 
George Deukmejian, R-Long 
Beach, said there never would 
have been a tie if one of the 20 
opposing members had with­ 
held his vote. The bill then 
would have died on a 20-19 vote, 
one short of approval 
But Deukmejian, a leading 
opponent to the bill, said there 
was no way of foreseeing the 
tie and he had anticipated the 
defeat of the measure because 
of the heavy influx of mail 
against it. 
Senate rules do not allow a 
member to change to "not 
voting” once he has cast a vote. 
The deadlock finally broke at 
7:50 
p.m. 
when 
Lt. 
Gov 
Mervyn Dymally, president of 
the state Senate, cast the tie- 
breaking vote after he dashed 
from Colorado to the capitol. 
There was no reason to 
suspect the 20-20 Senate tie. 
There 
hadn't 
been 
a 
tie- 
breaking vote in the stately 


chambers since 1967, when then 
Lt. Gov Robert Finch cast the 
21st vote in favor of a welfare 
bill. 
Dymally, who served eight 
years in the Senate before 
being elected the first black 
lieutenant governor, was in 
Denver for a meeting with 
Colorado’s Lt. Gov. George C. 
Brown. 
Supporters, headed by Mos­ 
cone, easily convinced Dymally 
to immediately make the 1,000- 
mile trip back to California 
They had a Highway Patrol 
helicopter waiting for him in 
San Francisco for the short 
jump to Sacramento. 
While Dymally traveled, 32 
state senators were ordered by 
Senate 
President Pro Tern 
Jam es R Mills, D-San Diego, 
to remain in the chambers. 
There they stayed through the 
afternoon. 
T rad ition ally, 
Thursday afternoon is when 
lawmakers

Life boring in refugee center

"I eat, 1 walk outside, I sit 
down, I go to toilet, I come 
back inside, I sit down,” says 
Doan Thi Lao Smith, 41. Life in 
a Vietnamese refugee camp 
can be boring. 
"I no like," she said. 
Doan Thi Lao Smith is one of 
thousands of refugees pouring 
hourly into Camp Pendleton, 
Calif., where the exiles take the 
first step in the slow process of 
integration into American life. 


More than 6,000 refugees 
have 
arrived 
in California. 
Many will go on to Ft. Chaffee, 
Ark., and Eglin Air Force 
Base, 
Fla. 
An 
increasing 
number of arrivals are the 
truly homeless, unlike many 
earlier 
refugees 
who 
had 
relatives waiting. 
"We’re getting a lot of bona 
fide refugee types now, people 
looking 
for 
rehabilitation," 
said 
immigration 
official 
Edward Day. 
Marines tired from five days 
of work and lack of sleep have 
labored 
around 
the 
clock 
pitching large squad tents to 
house the thousands of refugees 
expected during the weekend 


More than 1,000 tents had 
been pitched by this morning 
and bulldozers were called on 
to flatten the rolling, sandy 
hills of the nation's largest 
Marine Corps base to make 
space for more. 
Some Americans, however, 
are welcoming the refugees 
with less than open arms 
In Arkansas, one group of 


residents 
plans 
to 
picket 
refugee flights into Ft. Chaffee. 
They want no part of the new 
immigrants 
“They say it’s a lot colder 
here than it is in Vietnam, 
said Mrs. Johnnie Calhoun, who 
is preparing 
protest 
signs. 
"With a little luck, maybe 
they’ll take pneumonia and 
die.” 
In Cincinnati, Sen. Charles 
Percy. 
R-Ill., 
says 
he 
is 
sympathetic to the plight of 
refugees, but suggests America 
should first direct them to their 
own continent. 
"We should offer them the 
opportunity first to resettle in 
some safe area of Asia," said 
Percy. “ And I think we should 
be willing to provide transpor­ 
tation for them to get there.” 
As for the refugees already 
here, Percy suggested they 
“ look to government last" to 
help solve their resettlement 
problems. 
Former Georgia Gov. Jimmy 
Carter, a candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation, also said he favors

resettlement of the refugees. 
"They would be much better 
off for the rest of their lives in 
Asian countries where they 
would be much more compati­ 
ble to the society there, the 
customs, traditions and lan­ 
guages," Carter said Thursday 
in Chicago.

Now he’s 
looking for advice on building a 
shrine. 
"I don’t know whether to put 
it in an enclosure or out in the 
open,” he said. 
Fred Kellogg, Eglin’s special 
services officer, has collected 
spare bats and gloves, and a 
few portable backstops. Work­ 
men are laying out baseball 
diamonds on the 20-acre en­ 
campment to provide Ameri- 
can-style recreation for the 
young V letnamese refugees. 
Kellogg is also on the outlook 
for a popcorn machine to go 
along with movies planned for 
the Vietnamese children.

Senate votes for State 
low income housing plan 
SLA trial jurors see 'death house' 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Brown administration-support­ 
ed bill eliminating a $43 million 
depletion allowance enjoyed by 
oil companies was just one step 
away from Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr.’s desk today. 
On a 30-9 vote Thursday, the 
Senate reversed itself and 
passed the measure by Assem­ 
blyman Bill Lockyer, D-San 
Leandro The bill was returned 
to the Assembly for concur­ 
rence 
in 
amendments. 
It 
earlier passed the Assembly on 
a 57-18 vote. 
Oil 
and 
gas 
depletion 
allowances, enacted in 1928 to 
spur exploration of petroleum 
resources, 
allows 
oil 
companies to deduct 22 per 
cent from their gross income 
before paying taxes. 
The 
legislation 
< ABI77 > 
would 
end 
the 
depletion 
allowance for the 19 largest 
petroleum companies in the 
state 
—those 
with 
annual 
incomes exceeding 135 million 
a year 
One week ago the Senate 
voted 
25-14 to 
reject the 
measure which Brown and 
other supporters say would 
close 
a 
loophole 
granting 
special tax breaks to petroleum 
companies. 


But 
opponents 
say 
the 
legislation is a vendetta against 
large oil companies. 
‘This legislation adversely 
affects the economy of the' 
State of California,’’ said Sen. 
George Deukmejian, R-Long 
Beach. He said the legislation 
“is aimed at a few major oil 
companies" 
which 
employ 
thousands of “hard working 
Californians." 
He said depletion allowance 
is designed “to plow back in" 
petroleum company money for 
oil exploration when there is a 
need for more jobs and at a 
time when the United States is 
attempting to reduce its de­ 
pendence 
on 
other 
oil- 
producing nations 
Under the bill, oil companies 
earning less than $7 million a 
year would still be allowed the 
oil depletion allowance. For 
those in between 87 million and 
835 million, a partial allowance 
would be permitted. 


Sen. George Moscone, D-San 
Francisco, floor manager for 
the bill, said if the measure 
becomes law it would produce 
about |43 million annually in 
taxes which are not now 
collected. 


Weekly pay check hike due 
to new withholding bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - If 
rou are a married worker with 
our dependents and a 818,000 
innual salary, you probably 
ust got what amounts to a 84.73 
weekly raise. 
It’s because federal income 
ax withholding was reduced 
rhursday as a result of the tax 
;ut bill Congress passed in 
March. 
A 
single 
person earning 
110.000 a year gets an extra 
81.44 a week because of the 
smaller withholding. 
It may not seem like much to 
individuals, but collectively the 
change will increase payroll by 
19.3 billion during 1975. 
The 10 per cent rebates on 
1974 federal income taxes that 
begin going out in mid-May at 
the rate of 8100 to 8200 for most 
families 
will 
contribute 
another 
88.1 
billion 
to 
consumer income. 
Another 81 7 billion in Social 
Security checks, at 850 each, 
will be distributed in the next 
four months. 
The total effect will be to add 
819.1 billion in income at the 
consumer level. 
Economists will be watching 
closely what Americans do 
with the extra money. If they 


spend it on automobiles, re­ 
frigerators, clothing and other 
durable goods, 
this should 
stimulate 
production 
and 
employment 
and 
ease the 
recession. 
If people put their bonus 
dollars in the bank, or use them 
to pay bills, the tax cut and 
rebate plan will have a much 
less salutory effect on the 
economy 
Some employers may not 
have gotten new withholding 
schedules from the government 
in time for this week’s checks. 
When they do, the lower 
withholding would be retroac­ 
tive to May 1. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The 
Senate has joined the Assembly 
in voting for a nearly 81 billion 
state housing construction and 
rehabilitation project for low 
and middle income Califor­ 
nians. 
The housing finance venture 
is sought by Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. to provide up to 
18,000 new jobs and 20,000 new 
housing units during its first 
year and a half of operation. 
The 31-6 Senate vote Thurs­ 
day was on passage of one of 
two twin housing bills —a 
Senate version (SB2) carried 
by Sen. George Zenovich, D- 
Fresno. It was referred to the 
Assembly. 
The 
second 
bill 
(AB1) 
already 
has 
passed 
the 
Assembly and is pending before 
the Senate Finance Committee. 
It 
is 
sponsored 
by 
Assemblyman Peter Chacon, 
D-San Diego, and is expected to 
be merged with the Senate 
version before final passage 
Sen. Milton Marks, R^San 
Francisco, expressed the feel­ 
ings of supporters when he 
declared the extra money "will 
give a much needed shot-in-the- 
arm to the economy of our 
state and will provide much 
needed housing for the citizens 
of this state." 
The legislation calls for 8950 
million in 
state bonds to 
provide low-interest housing 
loans through a new state 
housing finance agency. The 
bill is being considered in a 
special session ordered by 
Brown to speed up creation of 
the new government agency. 
Of the total bonds, 8450 
million 
could 
be 
issued 


immediately 
without 
voter 
approval and the remaining 
8600 million would be placed on 
the election ballot next year. 
Roughly six out of every 10 
California families could be 
eligible for assistance under 
the proposal, those who have 
what is defined as "moderate" 
incomes or less. A family of 
four in San Francisco, for 
example, could earn 818.644 
now and still qualify. In Los 
Angeles the ceiling would be 
816,028, and in rural Alpine 
County it would be 812,695 
The bill is designed primarily 
to 
finance 
construction 
of 
rental apartment complexes, 
but loans also could be made 
for home rehabilitation.

An annual 'celebration of avarice'

NEW YORK-(NEA»-The story is 
told about the little old gray-haired lady 
who occupied a reserved box near the 
finish line for the Kentucky Derby at 
Churchill Downs. Next to her was an 
empty seat. She was asked who the seat 
belonged to. 
“My husband.” she replied, “but he’s 
dead.” 
“What a pity to waste such a fine 
seat,” she was told. “Don’t you have a 
friend or relative who could take it?” 
“No,” she explained, “they’re all at 
the funeral.” 
There is a fragrance of apocrypha 
about that tale, which makes it wholly 
appropriate in capturing the spirit of the 
so-called Run for the Roses, the annual 
Kentucky Derby, which will go off for 
the 101st time on May 3 in Louisville It 
is the oldest continuous horse race in 
America. 
“The Kentucky Derby may not be the 
greatest horse race in the world, Eddie 
Neloy, a top trainer, once said, “but 99 
and 44-100 per cent of the people think 
so, and that’s what counts.”

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Neloy failed to add the 99 and 44-100 
per cent of the people would have 
trouble naming another horse race. 
The Kentucky Derby is much more a 
national spectacle than a great sporting 
contest For one thing, it pits what are 
supposed to be the greatest three-year- 
olds in the country Sometimes it does, 
and sometimes it does not. Some great 
thoroughbreds, such as Man O’War and 
Dr. Fager, were not permitted by their 
trainers to run because it was too early 
in the season, and the horses were not 
yet primed. 
The distance of a mile and a quarter is 
sometimes considered too far too early 
for some three-year-olds. 
But there is a nostalgia cloying about 
the Kentucky Derby. There are twin 
steeples, a national institution, of the old 
crumble-down Downs. There are the 
home-made 
mint juleps 
that 
are 
illegally imported There is the frying of 
southern chicken in the vast and 
populous infield, with people stepping 
and eating all over each other. 
And there is the striking up of the 
saccharine song, “My Old Kentucky 
Home,” as the colorful jockeys aboard 


their gleaming steeds emerge trom the 
paddocks onto the track 
In 
that 
touching moment there are few dry eyes 
in the house, though some may be more 
rheumy than sentimental. 
The town, needless to say, is loaded 
There is a bacchanalia of noise in the 
streets on Derby eve. People and bottles 
are strewn everywhere. Maybe half a 
million people come in from out of town, 
and about a fifth (there’s that reference 
again!» make it to the race. And many 
are sorry they came at all. Hotels, 
greasy spoons and strip joints have all 
doubled their prices. 
“The 
nation’s 
most 
prominent 
celebration of avarice has its (annual) 
renewal." commented an editorial in 
the Louisville Courier-Journal on Derby 
Day, 1973 “You see. probably more 
money changes hands on this event that 
any other—to the delight of all but the 
Internal Revenue Service, which doesn’t 
always get its fair share. 
“Out at the track, everything will be 
in its place, with the patricians and the 
powerful safe in their boxes, and the 
rabble fenced into the infield. It’s a 
scene rescued out of the distant past 
rnrnsmmiimmmmm 


when the king and his court hangers-on 
crowded into the royal box to watch the 
knights 
in 
tournament, 
with 
les 
miserables 
crowding 
around 
the 
sidelines in sackcloth 
Around the country, the most law- 
abiding citizens enter dens of iniquity. 
There’s hardly an inhabitant from 
Pigeon Roost, North Carolina, to Gas 
Hills, Wyoming, who hasn’t chanced 
some dear part of his savings on a Derby 
nag 
Office pools spring up. Neighbors 
wager neighbors. Parents bet their kids. 
At least once every year, for two 
minutes, the nation practically goes to 
hell in a handbook. This is sweet 
tradition? This is how the Roman 
Empire ran its last lap! 
And yet, and yet., when the grandly 
rumped horses with their jockeys of 
mottled satin come onto the track of 
that old steepled joint, and we hear the

This much at least should be said in 
behalf of Henry Kissinger: 
The

It should be recalled 
that in January, 1973, 
Richard Nixon was 
triumphant. 
He had won the largest political victory 
in the history of the United States The 
Congress, 
duly 
chastened 
by 
the 
successes of the Christmas bombing, 
was at his feet. Vietnamization was in 
effect 
Our prisoners of war were 
returned. Who can doubt that if, instead 
of presenting the Paris Accord along 
with 
its 
implicit 
obligations, 
the 
President had asked the Congress to 
bind itself by it, that it would have sailed 
through both houses? 
Kissinger did not doubt it, and he gave 
an 
assurance to Thieu in good faith. 
Thieu accepted that assurance, and this 
was his tragic mistake. Chiefs of State 
cannot afford to make such mistakes 
But 
who 
could 
have 
anticipated 
Watergate? 
A recent issue of New York magazine 
features a close analysis of the behavior 
of Richard Nixon during 1973 and 1974 by 
John Osborne. He is the well-respected 
writer, 
associated 
with 
The 
New 
Republic, who developed a feature that 


became famous, 
called The Nixon 
Watch Osborne concludes, in words of 
one syllable, that Richard Nixon, some 
time early in 1973 went — nuts. 
This analysis sounds cruel, said about 
anybody It is hard to understand why, 
when said about Richard Nixon. Is there 
a more charitable explanation for his 
behavior during 1973 and 1974 when 
Watergate closed in than that he was not 
in possession of his faculties? if, during 
those 18 months, he had been hypnotized 
by Tom Wicker, making statements and 
reaching decisions calculated to ensure 
the destruction of his Presidency, could 
he have acted more brilliantly to 
achieve 
that 
end? 
Why 
should 
conservatives shrink from reaching a 
conclusion merely because it had been 
advanced by a political liberal? John 
Osborne could very easily be correct, 
and if he is, the judgment of Nixon, far 
from becoming more severe, becomes 
more charitable. One does not expect 
responsible conduct from people who 
have lost effective control of their 
faculties. 


All of which reminds us that for all we 
know about Watergate, in fact the great 
story has not been told. It is this: what 
would 
Nixon, 
under 
Kissinger’s 
prodding, have done, if his reactions had 
been healthy, when only a few weeks 
after the Paris Accord was executed, 
the North began its blatant disregard of 
it? 
My own information is that it was 
planned, 
some 
time 
in 
April, 
to 
pulverize Hanoi and Haiphong. If that 
had been done, not only would the North 


V ie tn a m e se 
juggernaut 
have 
disintegrated, an entirely new meaning 
would have attached to the concept of 
detente 
Remember, we are talking about a 
detente that was initialed by the other 
two great superpowers, China and 
Russia, and which was broken only as a 
result of their active collaboration. Thus 
to have acted decisively would have had 
not only the effect of saving South 
Vietnam, but of warning the Soviet 
Union and China that detente is what we 
have always insisted it is: an invitation 
to our two 
principal antagonists to 
cooperate with us. Not an invitation to 
them to fish in troubled waters, to 
repeat the phrase President Ford used 
thumpingly when last he addressed 
Congress. When he uttered those words, 
they were bereft of meaning. What 
Russian general or Chinese theorist, has 
any reason, at this point, to believe that 
detente is in fact anything other than 
that — an invitation to profiteer from 
America’s unilateral attachment to a 
will-o’-the-wisp? 
This does not bring South Vietnam 
back to life. But it gives one an idea of 
the incredible reaches of Watergate. It 
very probably drove Nixon out of his 
mind, and the result is a disequilibrium 
in world politics. There is nothing here 
to explain the strange, perverse failure 
of Congress, or to lessen the pain our 
allies must feel. But if Henry Kissinger 
is ever free to tell it all, we can hope 
that he would say something on this 
order. And that he will remember that 
Congress must not ever again be taken 
for granted.

Secrecy poisons 


WASHINGTON —(NEA l-There is no 
mystery about the current rash of 
catastrophic collapses 
in American 
foreign and military policy 
They are the result 
of secret agreements 
secretly arrived at. 
Contrary to Amer­ 
ican 
principles 
and 
custom, 
the public, 
which in the end must 
give 
support 
or 
withhold it, has been 
kept in the dark. 
But the public is not alone in being 
asked to back programs in which it has 
had no voice and little knowledge. The 
same applies to the Senate, House of 
Representatives and to high cabinet 
officials. 
Foreign policy has been kept hidden 
from ranking members of the State 
Department and from ambassadors 
negotiating treaties. Major military 
decisions have been acted on without the 
knowledge or concurrence of senior 
members of the Department of Defense 
— civilian and military. 
Some very important decisions were 
taken without the knowledge of the 
President of the United States. In other 
cases, the President was informed too 
late to modify or veto the actions. 
This secrecy did not begin with 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, 
although he has refined the technique. It 
was prevalent in the time of Presidents 
Johnson and Kennedy. 
At a recent meeting, I heard the State 
Department official responsible for a 
key area of the world confess he did not 
know 
what 
agreements 
and 
what 
commitments Kissinger had made for 
his region He did not expect to be told. 
His advice was seldom asked 
To this day, I have not found one State 
Department official who knows what 
secret promises Kissinger has made to 
Soviet boss Brezhnev Or what he has 
committed the U.S. to do for Sadat of 
Egypt — or for Israel. 
Neither President Johnson nor his 
aides 
ever 
told 
Congress 
or 
the 
American citizenry step by step along 
the way what we were doing in Vietnam, 
how much it would cost or why it was 
worth the sacrifices our citizens were 
being asked to make. There were only 
glowing stories of our accomplishments 
and flag waving, idealized statements 
As one who strongly believed South 
Vietnam deserved help, I feel this help 
was given in the wrong way. This 
happened, I think, because there was no 
detailed debate on Vietnam until it 


became 
clear 
things 
were 
going 
dreadfully wrong. Even then, most of 
the 
debate 
was 
based 
on 
wrong 
premises, because Presidents Kennedy, 
Johnson and Nixon kept much of what 
they knew hidden. 
Had these Presidents stated clearly

The governor’s motivations are well 
meaning. The problem is that the courts 
have ruled that 
such restrictions in 
purchasing are unconstitutional. Now, it 
is difficult to understand, without having 
read the decisions, how foreign products 
enjoy the protection of the American 
constitution, but, nevertheless that is 
the effect of a 1970 state supreme court 
ruling 
involving 
a 
Los 
Angeles 
purchasing policy banning purchases of 
foreign products. 
California, at one time, had numerous 
“buy American" statutes. The state 
started repealing these back in the early 
1950’s when it was discovered that it was 
becoming impossible to buy office 
machines made in the U.S. Even those 
purported to be American made were 
assembled from component parts made 
abroad. The result was that, barred 
from buying the equipment, the state 
was expending excessive amounts in 
leasing them. 
After the repeal of the office machines 
law, other products followed with the 
ultimate being that most, if not all, buy 
American laws were wiped out. 
The state did retain a law intended to 
favor California products. It permitted 
the state to purchase products bid up to 
five per cent higher than the low bid, if 
the products were California made. That 
law was ruled out by the attorney 
general following the supreme court’s 


elimination of the buy American laws. 


While 
in 
current 
purchases 
of 
materials and supplies the Department 
of General Services advises that foreign 
products do not represent "a significant 
part" of the overall expenditures, the 
policy will present some problems. 


State Purchasing agent John Babich 
says that in the procurement of certain 
scientific 
and 
communications 
equipment the only sources for quality 
are foreign. In some instances, quality 
or not, foreign lands are the only 
suppliers. Coffee and tea, for example, 
used in the state institutions, are not 
grown in the United States. 


Nor can the department, in the 
purchase of gasoline and other oil 
products, determine which come from 
domestic wells and which are from 
imported oil. 
But even confronted with products 
clearly 
identified 
as 
foreign, 
in 
competition 
with 
domestic, 
the 
department will be on the horns of a 
dilemma. Governor Brown’s edict to 
buy American and the court’s ruling that 
such laws are a restraint of trade. 
Much of the problem now at hand has 
it genesis in the trend of big business, 
following WW II, in establishing plants 
in foreign countries to get the advantage 
of cheaper labor. They all did it. Many 
built shops to make component parts 
which they shipped home for assembly. 
Some produced the completed product 
abroad. In their zeal to fatten corporate 
earnings they forgot that their market 
at home was composed of the working 
man. Now the chickens are coming 
home to roost and apparently, because 
of the courts, the people are without the 
ability to 
restrain their government 
from 
adding 
insult 
to 
injury 
by 
purchasing those things produced by 
foreign labor with their tax dollars while 
they go unemployed.
